Not  only  did  the  French  troops  not  take 
l  .  ...1  on  the  morning  of  August  'J.  but  many 
of  them  had  not  eateu  anything  for  twenty- 
four  hours  previously. 

At  daybreak  a  patrol  of  Zouaves  came 
down  into  the  village  of  Woerth  to  feel  lor 
the  enemy.  I  spoke  to  the  officers  and  re 
mained  talking  to  them  for  half  an  hour. 
I  got  them  and  for  about  twenty  of  their  men 
coffee  and  braudy,  with  a  crust  of  bread  from 
the  inn.  They  were  cheerful,  hearty  and 
sure  to  !>eat  the  enemy.  But  they  told  me 
that  they  had  not  broken  their  fast  since  the 
morning  of  the  previous  day,  for  that  the  sup- 
plies had  not  yet  joined  them.  Was  this 
g.iod  management  or  good  generalship? 
Where  were  the  well  paid  o.licers  ol'the  much 
vaunted  French  "lutenJancc"  or  Commissu 
r.ui.llepHriinent?  Here  was  one  of  the  picked 
regiments  of  ihe  picked  army  corps,  going  in- 
to battlo  chilled  through  and  through  from 
wet  and  without  food.  Courage  n  Frenchman 
always  has  and  to  spare.  He  is  as  brave  as 
his  own  sword.  But  men  uie  but  men  alt.  r 
all,  and  what  can  you  do  with  troops  treated 
as  the«e  poor  fellows  wore? 

MMJ  AND  BUAV fci,   BUT  DISAPPOINTED. 

My  heart  bleeds  when  I  think  of  the  bad 
treatment  of  that  company  of  Zouaves.  Hn 
told  me,  iu  -jreat  glee,  that  ho  had  only  got 
out  of  the  military  college  of  St.  Cyr  h  fort- 
night before,  and  that  hu,  father  had,  »it  his 
request,  used  all  his  inllueuce  to  get  him  in- 
to a  regiment  of  Zouaves.  "I  shall  seo  the 
very  cream  of  the  fight,"  said  the  lad— he 
could  hardly  be  more  than  seventeen— "aud 
very  likely  get  my  promotion  on  this  very 
field  of  battle.  Had  the  peace  continued  1 
should  have  had  six  months  more  to  remain 
at  college."  He  was  a  Corsican,  he  told  me, 
aud  had  all  the  fire  ot  his  people.  He  took 
some  cigarettes  I  pressed  upon  him  and  made 
me  promise  I  would  dine  with  him  after  the 
fight  was  over.  Poor  fellow,  he  was  des- 
tined never  to  eat  another  meal  When  I 
was  assisting  that  evening  to  move  the 
wounded  I  came  upon  him.  The  whole  ol 
the  U>wer  part  of  his  body  was  a  reeking, 
gory  mash  of  flesh.  His  sufferings  must 
have  bnen  fearful.  One  of  the  Prussian 
Catholic  chaplains  was  administering  to  him 
the  last  consolations  of  religion,  and  hud 
barely  finished  doing  so  before  the  boy  died. 
Iu  addition  to  the  wounds  of  which  I  speak, 
he  had  lost  both  his  eyes  in  a  gallant  at- 
tempt to  take  a  Prussian  battery. 

MM*<  ACTIO*. 

But  to  return  to  the  question,  why  did 
Mc  Mahon  accept  battle  at  Woerth,  when  he 
was  numerically  so  inferior  to  his  enemy?  I 
assert  again,  because  he  was  without  proper 
information  respecting  the  strength  of  the 
Crown  Prince's  army.  From  a  colonel  of 
French  cavalry  on  the  eve  of  the  fight,  and 
from  a  French  staff  officer  about  an  hour  be- 
fore the  battle  commenced,  I  learned  that 
at  the  French,  that  is  at  Marshal  McMahon'n 
headquarters,  they  were  under  the  conviction 
that  the  Prussian  army  before  them  consist- 
ed of  six  divisions  of  the  central  army  of 
Germany,  under  Von  Steinmetz,  andllliat  it 
numbered  about  eighty  thousand  men  of  all 
arms.  On  the  other  hand  they,  the  French 
officers,  said  that  the  French  army  under 
McMahon  c  insisted  of  the  remains  of  Gener- 
al Doiiay's  division  plhat  had  been  beaten  at 
Wissembourg;  of  General  Able  Ducrot's  di- 
vision General  lUoults's  division  and  Gener- 
al Lartique's  division,  none  of  which  had  been 
under  fire  since  the  campaign  began,  and 
which  comprised,  as  you  remember  1  wrote 
to  you  from  Strasbourg,  some  sixteen  thous- 
and picked  men  of  Zouaves  and  Turcos,  be- 
sides several  other  regiments  that  had  fought 
in  Africa. 

To  these  had  to  be  added  a  division  from 
Marshal  Canrobert's  army  that  joined  iu  the 
night  and  two  regiments  that  had  been  push- 
ed M  Ml  Strasbourg.  To  be  brier,  the 
French  officers  qn  the  morning  of  the  fight 
said  that  their  forces  under  McMahon  con- 
sisted of  about  (iO. 000  men,  in  which  was  tin- 
very  Ml  of  the  imperial  army,  uud  (hut 
they  had  to  meet,  as  they  believed,  about  80,- 
000  Piiissiens.  I  never  heard  men  more 
thoroughly  confident  of  success  that  they 
were  the  uight  before  and  the  moruiug  of 
the  battle.  "At  last,"  was  the  universal  ex 
presaiob,  "ui  last  wo  shall  meet  the  Prussians 
upon  smneihing  like  equal  terms  and  the 
Cuaasepot  will  m«ka  VP  the  littlo|balanco 
between  us." 

Did  McMahon  kuow  the  real  truth?  Jf  he 
did  why  did  he  not  fall  back  upon  Bitche  at 
once.  Why  did  he  not  at  any  rate  attempt  in 
the  early  morning  what  he  was  obliged  to 
do  in  the  evening?  He  might  have.  The 
Prussians  did  not  intend  to  give  him  bat- 
tle where  he  was.  Ho  might  have  thus 
saved  the  loss  of  20.000  men  in  killed, 
wounded  and  prisoners;  saved  the  loss  of 
thirty  pieces  of  cannon,  saved  his  baggage, 
treasure,  tents  and  stores;  saved  the  honor 
of  his  army,  saved  the  disgrace  of  a  rout, 
and,  as  I  believe,  have  saved  the  crown  of 
his  master. 

When  the  final  route  came,  and  I  saw 
from  the  steeple  of  the  village  church  that 
the  Freuch  were  utterly  broken,  end  that 
even  the  rear  guard  could  not  bo  rallied,  1 
turned  to  a  French  surgeon  (who  was  left 
behind  at  Wissembourg,  and  had  come  on 
with  the  Prussians  to  look  after  his  own 
wounded),  and  said,  as  I  shut  up  my  gin ■  s, 
"There  is  the  end  of  the  French  empire," 
Mid  »  believe  such  will  prove    to    be  the. 


aud  why,  in  my  humble  opinion,  they  will 
continue  as  a  rule  to  defeat  them.  Aud  the 
reason  is  the  same  why  I  have  seen  in  India 
a  mere  handful  of  English  troops  put  to  flight 
whole  hordes  of  the  enemy.  The  reas|on  is 
comprised  in  two  words,  and  those  are  super- 
ior discipline.  Why  it  should  be  so,  I  dou't 
know,  although  I  have  a  theory  whichl  shall 
broach  presently,  but  in  thair  army  matters 
the  French  utterly  despise,  and  they  glory  iu 
the  fact  that  they  do  despise,  small  matters 
It  is  not  so  iu  their  navy,  it  is  not  so  in  their 
administration,  as  every  unfortunate  traveller 
who  has  to  ask  for  his  letters  or  get  his  pas 
port  rift'  can  tell  to  his  cost.  It  is  certainly 
not  so  in  their  matters  of  private  life  or  of 
commerce,  in  both  of  which  they  are  much 
more  given  to  looking  after  details  than  eith- 
er Americans,  Germans  or  Euglishmen.  But 
i u  their  military  administration,  from  th  e 
buttoning  of  a  soldier's  coat  lo  the  finding  of 
him  iu  bread  aud  meat,  they  will  not  look  to 
the  petty  details  of  the  profession,  and  they 
glory  in  so  doing,  or  rather  in  so  not  do- 
ing. 

I  have  invent!  personal  friends  in  the  Sec- 
ond and  Third  Znuaves,  and  if,  as  1  hope, 
they  are  not  all  killed  ,  it  is  not  impossible 
th.  y  may  read  a  copy  of  theso  remarks.  I 
would  not  hurt  their  feelings  for  the  world 
and,  least  of  all,  would  I  do  so  while  they  and 
the  rest  of  their  brav.j  nation  aro  suffering 
under  their  present  great  humiliation.  But 
I  do  declaro  that—to  my  eyes  at  any  rate, 
and  I  wore  epaulets  for  nearly  thirteen  years 
— when  thoso  two  regiments  marched  out  of 
Strasbourg  they  were  more  like  an  armed  mob 
than  an  organized  military  corps.  There  were 
hardly  two  men  of  them  dressed  alike.  Some 
hud  ou  their  red  cloth  breeches,  same  bad  on 
brown  lineu  ditto,  some  had  whit*  gaitors 
some  red,  some  black.  As  to  their  march 
the  only  thing  lean  compare  it  is  to  the 
English  House  of  Commons  when  the  mem 
bers  are  summoned  to  hear  the  Queen's 
speech  read  in  the  House  of  Lords.  Were 
you  ever  present  on  such  occasions?  If  so  you 
can  hardly  have  forgotten  the  undignified  shuf" 
fling  rush  of  members  that  takes  place,  every 
one  doing  his  best  to  get  to  the  front.  Well, 
the  inarch  of  tho  Zouaves  is  very  much  the 
MM 

You  may  say  that  battles  are  not  won  by 
the^color  of  soldiers'  pants  nor  by  the  order 
of  the  marching.  I  reply  that  in  military,  as 
in  all  matters  in  tins  world,  the  establisment 
of  order  in  small  matters  leads  to  tho  estab- 
lishment of  it  in  great.  I  assert  that  a  disci- 
plined company  is  better  than  an  undisciplined 
battalion;  and  experience  tells  me  that  as  a 
man  sows  so  shall  he  reap  in  all  things  con- 
nected with  this  world.  The  Prussia  ns  that 
came  over  the  bridge  of  Woerth  uuder  a  fear- 
ful lire  from  the  French  camu  over  iu  perfect 
order.  When  they  fell  back,  as  they  did 
once,  they  retired  as  if  on  parade  at  Berlin; 
and  when  they  advanced  agaiu  they  did  so 
without  the  slighest  rush  more  than  their  offi- 
cers wished  and  orderod.  In  ono  word,  they 
were  well  in  hand,  and  could  be  turned  any 
way.  The  French,  on  the  contrary,  were  in 
no  order  at  all.

STRASBOURG. 

You  may  recollect  that  shortly  before  leav- 
Strasbourg  for  the  front  I  mentioned  in  oue 
of  my  letters  that  the  Freuch  commissariat 
had  failed  its  master  iu  the  hour  of  need,  and 
that  the  teu  or  twelve  days'  fatal  delay  of  Mc- 
Mahou's  corps  iu  that  city  was  caused  by  the 
supplies  not  being  ready  for  the  troops.  Hu- 
manly speaking,  that  delay  has  lost  the  French 
the  campaign.  1  don't  suy  that  the  lutter 
would  have  won  the  day  even  had  they  cross- 
ed the  Rhine  teu  d  i\  .  ago.  But  their  advance 
would  at  any  rate  have  reached  Mayencc,  and 
for  an  army  constituted  as  the  French  army 
is — that  is,  for  an  army  greatly  wanting  in 
discipline  and  order— -it  would  have  been  far 
better  if  they  had  been  encouraged  by  getting 
a  footing  in  tho  enemy's  country.  The  very 
fact  ol'the  Prussians  coming  into  France  in- 
stead of  the  French  going  iuto  Prussia  was  a 
moral  loss  to  the  French  army  equal  to  100,- 
000  having  deserted  thorn.  The  French  regi- 
mental officers— and,  after  all.  they  form  the 
backbone  ot  every  army — felt  this  most  keen- 
ly the  day  they  heard  that  Wissembourg  was 
taken,  uud  far  more  after  McMahon's  defeat. 

I  can  also  bear  witness  that  at  Strasbourg 
regimental  officers  complained  bitterly  of  the 
hot  hasle  with  which  they  had  been  brought 
from  even  the  far  interior  of  Algeria,  only 
to  bo  lelt  to  pass  an  idle  fortnight  at  Stras- 
bourg. 


But  was  there  no  other  reasons  than  that 
of  superior  numbers  which  contributed  to  the 
defeat  of  the  Prussian-?  If  you  had  sat  with 
me  yesterday  week  at  the  window  of  the  Ho- 
tel de  la  Maison  Houge  in  Strasbourg,  and 
seen  the  divisions  of  Generals  Kaoult  end 
Lartique  march  out  on  their  way  to  the  front, 
a  nd  if  then  you  had  sat,  as  I  now  sit,  and 
seen,  as  I  now  see,  from  the  window  of  the 
Hotel  Crosse  in  Calisrbue,  a  brigade  of  Prus- 
•iaa.ftodone  of  Bavarian,  sod  one  of  the

Why  is  this?  I  believe  the  cause  to  be  a 
sort  of  military  fashion  which  has  been  im- 
ported from  Algeria,  where  the  French  have 
ouiy  hud^to  meet  untrained  savages,  who,  hav- 
ing no  discipline  whatever,  did  not  require 
discipline  to  conquer  them.  And  I  believe 
this  African  military  fashion  husby  degrees 
inoculated  the  whole  French  army.  Among 
French  military  men  the  greatest  praise  that 
can  be  bestowed  upon  them  is  to  say  that 
they  have  been  in  Algeria.  To  thom  their  Af- 
rican colony  is  what  Home  is  to  the  Catholic 
clergy  throughout  the  world,  or  what  the  city 
of  Ijoiidon — the  business  paits  of  that  modern 
Kabylon — are  to  your  true  born  British  mer- 
chant or  banker.  With  a  French  military 
man  what  is  done  in  Africa  is  right;  what  is 
not  done  there  is  wrong.  Talk  to  them  as  1 
have  done  at  Sadowa,  of  any  of  our  great 
American  battles,  of  any  of  our  Anglo-Indian 
campaigns  they  will  listen,  but  even  their 
politeness  hardly  disguises  the  fact  that  they 
look  upon  you  and  your  experiences  much 
the  same  as  a  grown  man  respects  a  child 
playing  at  soldier.  For  them  there  is  but 
one  army  in  this  world — the  French,  but  one 
military  school — Algeria.  All  that  is  not 
comprised  iu  ihuseftwo  categories  has,  iu 
their  estimation,  hsrdly  a  right  to  be  called 
a  soldier  at  all.  So  long  as  their  men  keep 
their  arm)*  in  order,  march  up  to  time  and 
make  their  soup  at  the  eud  of  the  day,  the 
rest  are— what  they  despise  so  thoaoughly— 
mere  matters  of  detail. 

Here,  then,  is,  as  I  believe,  the  radical 
cause  of  their  inauy  failures  in  the  field 
Numbers  may  do  much,  but  not  everything. 
By  degrees  the  French  army  ha;  changed  in- 
to a  force  admirably  adapted  for  fighting  the 
Arabs  or  Algeria,  but  utterly  unfit  to  meet 
European  army  in  the  open  field,  unless  un- 
der circumstances  whorj  bravery,  and  that 
alone,  could  carry  the  day.  If  there  could  be 
another  siege  of  Sebastopol;  and  I  had  to  cap- 
ture a  geeoud  Malakofl',  or  if  the  great  Amer- 
ican war  had  to  be  fought  over  again,  and 
if  Richmond  had  once  moyu  Lp  be  taken,  I 
would  select  French  Zouaves  sooner  than  an- 
other troops  in  tho  world  to  lead  against 
these  places.  But  in  the  open  field,  and 
more  particularly  against  generals  who  havo 
more  brains  and  know  bow  to  mancr>u>re 
armies,  I  would  only  take  them  as  sharp- 
shooters. African  warfare  is  one  thing.  Eu- 
ropean another. 

UoW  ABOUT  I  III.  ITALIANS  AND  AUSTRlAKR. 

But,  you  will  say,  did  uol  these  same  troops 
—the  French— meet  the  Austrians  in  Italy 
and  drive  them  before  them  like  sheup? 
Granted.  But,  in  the  first  place,  that  was  ten 
years  ago,  and  the  French  army  was  then  ten 
years  loss  Africanized  than  it  it  now.  Its 
troops  have  only  by  degrees  been  brought  to 
its  present  state  of  Africanization,  if  I  may 
coin  a  word.  Moreover,  the  Austrian  army 
in  1H69  was  a  very  different  force  to  this 
immense  Prussian— o  rrather  German — uni- 
on of  national  armies  in  1870.  The  Austri- 
ans  had  not  the  same  kind  of  men  at  their 
han4  as  the  Prussians  have.  In  numbers 
they  were  littls.if  at  all  superior  to  the  French. 
Besides  which  the  generation  in  Europe  that 
had  witnessed  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  was 
not  only  a  live,  but  the  history  of  those  days 
was  then  only  four  years  old,  and  the  Freuch 
army  still  bore  with  them  much  of  the  pres- 
tige of  the  (Jiiinoa 


Before  closing  this  letter  I  would  like  also 
to  add  my  testimony  to  that  of  others,  and  to 
make  known  as  much  as  possible  the  brave 
resignation  with  which  tho  French  officers, 
who  are  prisoners,  wounded  and  others,  have 
borne  their  fate.  Brave  men  always  com- 
mand respect,  and  no  men  could  bo  more  re- 
spected by  those  who  have  captured  them 
than  the  French  are  by  their  Prussian  cap- 
tors. But  it  is  pitiful  and  mean  in  the  ex- 
treme to  hear  a  few  cowardly  hounds  of  civ- 
ilians taunt  their  prisoners  with  the  faults  of 
their  masters,  and  blame  them,  abuse  tbem, 
for  what  they,  the  French  troops,  would,  or 
could,  or  might  have  dono  had  they  got  into 
Germany.  A  scene  of  this  sort  occurred  to 
day  at  the  leading  t<ib>c  d'hute  in  Carlsruhe, 
in  which  the  present  writer  was  insulted  by 
an  idiotic  German  because  he  ventured  to  ex- 
press pity  for  a  batch  of  poor  downca.-t 
Frenchmen  who  passed  through  the  town  on 
their  way  to  some  fortress  in  the  tar  interior 
of  Prussia.  He  was  called  "  Eln  shopkeeper 
American,"  and  when  that  was  not  found  to 
hit  the  mark,  "  Eln  shopkeeper  Kihjlander," 
and  taunted  with  the  fact  that  during  the  In- 
dian mutiny  Sepoys  wero  blown  nway  from 
guns.  I  nm  happy  to  say  that  he  kept  his 
temper,  which  only  exasperated  his  enemy  all 
the  more. 

But  of  a  truth,  the  people,  not  the  army,  in 
these  parts,  are  showing  their  love  for  "Fa- 
therland"' in  the  most  childish  manner.  They 
spit  and  sputter  and  gabble  about  '  die  Sch- 
lacht;'  "dtr  Sturm,"  "dcr  -S'iVy,"  "der  F,an 
zose,"  and  all  the  rest  of  it ;  but  I  more  than 
question  whether  they  would  ever  draw  trig; 
ger  or  mount  horse  iu  the  cause  of  which  they 
are  so  pot-valiant. 

the  MMK 
I  have  still  somewhat  to  say  respecting  the 
Chassepot  and  the  part  it  played  in  the  late 
fight  I  have  also  some  remarks  to  make  re 
specting  the  artillery  of  the  two  armies.  But 
these  subjects  I  must  reserve  for  my  next 
letter,  which  will  be  from  before  Strasbourg 
But  before  I  close  the  present  commui'icn 
tion  let  me  record  my  deliberate  opinion  upon 
a  question  which  is — here  at  any  rate — very 
often  asked  me.  I  nm  ngain  and  again  ques- 
tioned whether  it  is  possible,  judging  from 
what  I  saw  at  Woerth  and  from  what  I  know 
of  tho  Frenc  h  army,  that  the  present  triumph 
of  tho  Prussians  can  ever  be  turned.  I  am 
of  opinion  that  it  cannot,  at  least  not  duriug 
this  campaign. 

I  believe,  as  I  said  before,  that  McMahon's 
defeat  and  rout  was  the  beginning  of  the  end 
of  the  empire.  1  believe  the  French  army  to 
be,  so  far  as  fighting  is  concerned,  utterly  Hiid 
entirely  demoralized.  There  may  possibly 
bo  some  light  checks  in  the  Prince  Royal's 
advance  upon  Paris,  but  tbey  can  only  be 
momentarily.  The  cause  of  France,  and  that 
France  fought  for,  is  lost  without  a  chance 
of  recovery,  aud  the  great  German  nation 
will  henceforth  be  the  leading  Power  of  Em- 
rope. 

AS  AT  WATERLOO 

the  French  official  despatches  may  hold  out 
what  hopes  they  like.  I  firmly  believe  that 
the  French  army  is  virtually  as  perfectly 
routed  as  it  was  at  Waterloo,  and  that  it  will 
sever  show  forth  again.  And  in  writing  this 
1  dosoeutirely  upon  my  own  opinion,  for  we 
have  here  no  later  news  from  Paris  than  that 
of  Monday  last,  the  Slh  inst.,  and  that  only  in 
scraps  through  Belgium.  Of  ihe  effects  of 
the  battle  ot  Woerlh  upon  the  French  people 
J  haye  at  present  no  means  whatever  of  judg- 
ing. 

PrJuc«  M*Uj  HhIiu-ShIiw. 

A  cable  telegram  reports  that  Prince  Felix 
Constant ine  Alexander  John  Nepomucene 
Balm  Salm  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Grave- 
Intte,  fought  near  Mela  on  the  Ihth  inst.  He 
was  born  on  the  25th  of  December,  1 8*. 58,  mid 
belonged  to  the  elder  branch  of  the  family  of 
Salm.  Soon  after  the  outbreak  of  the  civil 
war  in  ihis  country  he  came  to  the  United 
States  and  entered  the  Union  army  as  an  offi- 
cer and  distinguishing  himself  on  the  battle- 
field was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  brigadier 
general.  On  the  close  of  the  war  he  went  to 
Mexico  where  he  was  commissioned  a  Li  ig.i- 
adier  general  and  made  first  Aide  de-Camp  in 
Chief  to  the  Emperor  Maximilian.  Captured 
with  that  unhappy  monarch  ho  very  nearly 
shared  tho  fate  of  his  chief,  but  was  pardoned 
and  sent  out  of  the  country.  His  devotion  to 
and  efforts  to  save  the  life  of  Maximilian  are 
well  known.  Prince  Salm-Salin  married  an 
Americun  lady.  Agnes,  daughter  of  Colonel 
Le  Clerq,  who  became  distinguished  for  the 
courage  and  persistence  she  displayed  in  her 
efforts  to  save  tho  unfortunate  Emperor  of 
Mexico.  Since  the  downfall  of  the  empire  the 
Prince  and  his  wife  has  been  residing  in  Gert 
innuy.

That  her  name  prior  to 
said  marriage  was  Tabitha  Park:  that  tho  de- 
fendant C.  C.  Bowen,  obtained  said  marriage 
by  fraud;  that  the  defendant  told  the  plaintiff 
he  was  a  widower,  and  by  wearing  crape  on 
his  hat,  and  various  other  divices  induced 
aud  caused  the  plaintiff  to  believe  that  his 
former  wife  was  dead,  when,  iu  fact,  his  for- 
mer wife  bad  sued  him  and  obtained  a  divorce 
for  desertion  and  neglect.  The  plaintiff 
says  she  lived  with  the  defendant  from  Jan- 
uary II  18C0,  to  April.  18C7  when  defendant 
without  cause  voluntarily  abandoned  plaintiff 
and  has  been  liviug  separate  and  apart  from 
hor  from  that  time  to  the  presont,  which  is 
over  one  year,  during  which  time  he  has 
masJe  no  provision  for  her  maintenance  or 
support,  aud  utterly  failing  and  refusing  to 
do  so  Though  even  appealed  to  to  provide  for 
her,  and  kuowiug  her  pressing  needs  and 
abandoned  situation,  tu-wit'  she  had  no  rein 
lio  ns  from  whom  she  had  a  right  to  expect 
support,  and  no  property  or  means  to  sup- 
port herself,  and  being  entirely  dependent 
upon  her  own  exertions,  she  was  forced  to 
support  herself  and  is  now  forced  to  support 
herself  by  her  own  labor.  And  having  been 
accustomed  to  the  comforts  of  a  homo  with 
some  one  lo  provide  for  her,  she  is  skilled  in 
no  kind  of  labor  of  a  mentil  nature,  and  has 
been  and  is  in  penury  and  want,  and  yet  he 
fails  to  provide  anything  for  her  support. 

And  during  said  term  of  abandonment  ot 
plaintiff  by  defendant,  defendant  for  over  n 
period  of  six  years  has  been  living  in  open 
aJultery  with  another  woman,  ami  in  an  ex- 
travagant and  luxuriant  style,  while  plain- 
tiff was  toiling  for  her  daily  support  and  suf- 
fering from  exposure. 

1' lain  tiff  further  says  defendant  is  a  man 
of  large  resources  and  high  position;  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Council  of  Charlestowu, 
South  Caroliua,  and  is  uow  a  member  of  the 
Lower-House  of  the  United  States  Congress, 
from  a  district  iu  South  Caroliua,  in  which  is 
included  the  city  of  Charleston,  and  resideB 
in  Charleston,  South  Curolina.  She  has 
been  a  resident  of  Louisville,  State  of  Keu 
tucky,  for  two  years.  That  the  causes  for  a 
divorce  herein  set  forth  occurred  first  in 
South  Carolina,  where  there  were  sufficient 
and  legal  causes  |for  divorce;  that  they  have 
each  continued  since  she  has  been  a  resident 
of  this  city  the  lougth  of  time  required  by  law 
(o  make  them  legal  causes  for  a  divorce  in 
this  State:  the  said  causes  for  a  divorce  oc 
curved,  as  stated,  within  five  years  next  be- 
fore the  commencement  of  this  suit,  where- 
fore she  prays  for  an  allowance  and  mainten- 
ance during  the  pendency  of  this  actios,  and 
that  the  same  be  enforced  by  all  proper  or- 
ders of  court;  and  upon  a  final  hearing  she 
prays  for  adivorco  from  defendant;  that  her 
original  name,  Tubitha  Park,be)restored  to  her 
and  alimony  out  of  the  defendant  or  his  es- 
tate of  $10,000,  and  in  all  other  proper  re- 
lief such  as  the  equity  belongs."

Mrs.  Boweu  immediately  reauuouu- 
ccd  him  and  came  to  this  city,  and  last  spring 
commenced  a  suit  for  a  divorce,  Bowen  was 
t  tv  anxious  for  a  divorce,  and  was  in  this 
city  last  week  for  the  purpose!of  urgiug  Mrs. 
Bowen  to  permit  him  to  have  a  divorce.  He 
has  paid  the  alimony  claimed  by  her.  His 
first  wife,  from  whom  he  was  divorced,  is,  it 
is  said,  still  living  in  Augusta,  Ga.  Bowen 
serves  as  a  member  of  the  United  States, 
from  tho  Charleston  (S.  C,)  district,  iu  the 
Fortieth  Congress,  and,  it  is  said,  is  a  candi- 
date for  re-election.

The  followiog  ia  Father  Hyacinfhe's  letter 
on  the  Infallibility  Dogma,  which  was  first 
published  in  the  Journal  des  DetaU  of  the  2d 
iust.: 

A  very  serious  question  is  now  presented 
to  all  Catholics.    Ought  they  to  adhere  to  the 
definition  of  the  Infallibility  of  the  Pope,  or 
ure  they  free  to  withhold  their  submission  to 
it?   Without  doubt  authority  is  the  very  char 
acter  of  our  Church  and  the  principle  which 
governs  our  faith,  but  for  that  very  reason  it 
is  important  that  we  should  distinguish  be- 
tween an  apparent  and  a  real  authority,  be- 
tween a  blind  and  a  reasoning  aud  reflectiug 
submission— Rationabiie  obsequium  M#M 
The  question  may,  therefore,  be  thus  d.  im. .] 
Is  the  authority  of  the  Council  of  the  Vatican 
lawful?    Or,  iu  other  words,  does  the  present 
Council  possess  the  essential  charaetcri.-tii- 
of  an    Ecumenical    Council?    The  first  of 
these  characters  is  liberty.    Now,  notwilh- 
ntanding  the  secrecy  in  which  it  has  lieen 
sought  to  envelop  the  internal  working  of 
the  Council,  as  though  it  were  of  the  nature 
of  those  of  which  tho  Gospel  speaks,  which 
possess  an  affinty  with  darkness,  and  which 
avoid  the  light  from  fear  of  being  judged  ut 
won  arguuntur  opera  ejus  light  has  already 
been  cast  upon  it,  and  will  be  still  more  vivid- 
ly apparent  concerning    it.    The  repeated 
protests  of  so  many  illustrious  prelates  re- 
presenting the  most  important  and  most  en- 
lightened portions  of  Catholicity  are  known 
as  is  also  their  recent   letter,    at  once  firm 
and  respectful,   in  which,  while  maintain- 
ing their  negalive  votes,  they  have  explained 
their  reasons  for  retiring  from  tho  dishonor- 
able battle-field.    The  world  cannot  be  un- 
ware  of  the  absence  of  dignity,  I  may  even 
say  of  the  serious  consideration,  with  which 
tho  high  interests  of  the  faith  have  been 
treated  by  a  majority  which  would  not  have 
been  tolerated  in  the  ancient  Council,  both 
on  account  of  its  factitious  and  illusory  com- 
position and  its  audacious  oppression.  An 
other  couditiou,  not  less  important  than  the 
iBcumenity  of  a  Council,  iu  fact,  is  that  it 
should  be  recognized  as  such  hy  tho  Church. 
Tho  Council,  in  fact,  had  no  mission  to  im- 
pose new  beliefs  upon  the  faithful,  but  to 
maintain,  nnd  if  needful  to  define,  the  an- 
cient creeds.   The  Bishops  are,  above  nil  oth- 
ers, witnesses  of  the  traditional  and  historic- 
faith  of  their  respective  Churches  and  of  the 
Universal    Church,   and  their  sentence  as 
judges,  limited  in  advance  by  the  very  na- 
ture of  this  testimony,  can  ouly  be  pronounc- 
ed upon  truths  which  have  been  accepted 
from  the  beginning,  everywhere  and  always, 
as  revealed — quod  semper  qucnl  ubique  quod 
ab  omnibus.    If  then  they  should  happen  to 
overstep  their  powers,  the  Church  would  not 
recognise  its   faith   in  the  arbitrary  work 
which  they  had  accomplished,  and  the  Council 
would  remain  without  authority.    Such  cases 
aro  not  unexampled,  and   cite  only  oue  to, 
history  has  recorded  the  names  of  Selencias 
and  Rimini  and  the  almost  universal  defec- 
tion under  which,  to  use  the  words  of  St  Jer- 
ome, the  world  groaned  and  was  astonished 
to  liud  itself  Arian.    The  danger  is  no  less 
at  the  present  time,  if  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant members  of  the   Council  (Mousiguor 
Kenrick)  is  to  bo  believed,  the  Church  has 
never  known   au   great   a  peril.    At  such 
times  it  behooves  even  the  humblest  of  Chris- 
tians to  uplift  his  voice  iu  defense  of  his  faith 
and  the  faith  of  all.    For  myself  I  feel  myself 
inwardly  compelled  to  fulfill  the  duty,  and  as 
the  prophet  said,  tu  MMi  animam  tuan  lib- 
eraeistL    I   protest,  therefore,   against  the 
pretended  dogma  of  the  Pope's  infallibility, 
as  it  is  contained  in  tho  decree  of  tho  Council 
of  Rome.    It  is  because  I  am  a  Catholic,  and 
I  wish  to  remain  such,  that  I  refuse  to  ndinit 
as  binding  upon  tho  faith  of  the  faithful  a 
doctrine  unknowu  to  all  ecclesiastical  anti- 
quity, which  is  disputed  even  uow  by  numer- 
ous and  eminent    theologians,  and  which 
implies  not  a  regular  development,  but  a  rad- 
ical change  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Church, 
aud  in  tho  immutable  rule  of  its  faith.    It  is 
because  I  am  a  christian,  and  wish  to  remain 
such,  that  1  protest  with  all  my  soul  against 
these  almost  Divine,  attributes  to  a  man  who 
is  presented  to  our  faith— I  was  about  to  say 
our  worship,  as  uniting  iu  his  person  both  iLe 
domination  which  is   opposod   to  the  spirit 
of  that  Gospel  of  which  ho  is  the  minister,  and 
to  the  infallibility  which  is  repugnant  to  the 
clay  from  which,  like  ourselves,  he  is  formed. 
Oue  of  the  most  illustrious  predecessors  of 
Pius  IX  ,  St.  Gregory  the  Great,  rejected  as  a 
sigu  of  anti  Christ  the  title  of  Universal  Bish- 
op which  wa.t  offered  to  him.    What  would  he 
have  said  to  the  title  of  infallible  Pontiff.' 
On  the  27th  of  September  of  last  year  I  wrote 
the  following  line  concerning  the  Council 
then  about  to  assemble:    "If  apprehensions 
which  I  do  not  wish  to  share,  should  be  real- 
ized— if  the  august  assembly  {should  have  no 
more  liberty  in  its  deliberations  than  it  has 
had  iu  its  preparations — if,  in  one  word,  it 
should  be  deprived  of  the  essential  character- 
istics of  an  Ecumenical  Council,  I  would  call 
upon  God  and  upon  men  to  summon  one  real- 
ly summoned  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  not  in  a  par- 
ty spirit— one  representing  really  the  Univer- 
sal Church,  and  not  tho  silence  of  some  and 
oppression  ot  others."    I  again  utter  that  cry, 
1  ask  for  a  truly  free  and  Ecumenical  Coun- 
cil.   Aud  above  all,  now  as  always,  I  appeal 
t  j  God.    Man  has  been  powerless  to  procuro 
the  triumph  of  truth  and  justice.    May  God 
arise  and  take  His  cause  in  hand  and  decide 
it.

We  were  not  present  hi  the  meeting  of  the 
Business  Committee  of  the  Railroad  Conven- 
tion at  Frankfort.  Of  course,  then,  we  had 
no  personal  knowledge  of  anything  that  tp:n_ 
pired  iu  that  meeting.  AH  the  information 
we  have  of  its  discussious  and  transactions  is 
derived  from  conversations  had  with  two  gen- 
tlemen of  this  city,  who  represented,  respect- 
ively the  interests  of  the  city  of  Maysville  and 
the  Maysville  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  iu  that 
iue.-ti.ijf  Ifl  vyijtirij*  concerning  the  action 
of  the  Bourbon  Director  of  the  Maysville  and 
Lexington  road,  we  gave  the  facts  as  we  un- 
stood  them  from  these  two  gentlemen,  whose 
word  we  could  uot  doubt.  From  a  conversa- 
tion had  with  one  of  thctn  ou  ycslerday,  we 
ascertained  that  we  had  slightly  misunder- 
stood the  fact*  iii  li.o  cii„e;  in  this  .  That  ihe 
resolution  in  question  was  not  offered  by  the 
Bourbon  Director,  and  that  the  terms  of  the 
resolution  were  not  as  we  stated  them,  though 
the  effect  and  intent  tccrc.  In  order  that  no  in- 
justice may  be  done  Mtt.  Hiblkii.  the  Director 
referred  to.  we  will  stale  the  facts  as  they  oc- 
curred. A  general  resolution  m&h  proposed 
in  the  Committee,  in  effect  recommen- 
ding the  construction  of  the  branch  road  from 
Frankfort  to  Paris  as-a  part  of  a  great  thr»mjh 
liue  runuipg  from  Louisville  uud  connecting 
at  Paris  with  the  Maysville  and  Lexington 
railroad,  and  at  Maysville  with  prospective 
roads  to  the  great  eastern  cities  through  Ohio 
and  with  a  road  from  Maysville  to  the  Big 
Sandy,  connecting  ut  the  latter  point  with  the 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railroad.  This  reso- 
lution was  adopted  by  the  Committee  and  re- 
ceived the  suppott  oi  tho  dehigau-s  from  the 
City  Council  of  Louisville,  of  the  delegates 
from  Shelby,  of  the  delegates  from  Franklin 
aud  the  City  of  Frauklort,  of  Ihe  delegate  from 
Nicholas,  of  the  delegates  from  the  Maysville 
and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company.  It  was  op- 
posedhy  the  delegates  from  Paris  and  Bourbou 
county  and  by  Ma.  Qihu'R,  the  delegate  from 
the  Maysville  aud  Lexington  Railroad  Com- 
pany. We  are  iuformed  that  Ma  Hihi.ku  cer- 
tainly and  undoubtedly  did  vote  agaiust  the 
adoption  of  that  resolution,  the  effect  aud  the 
only  effect  of  which  was  to  the  advautage  ol 
the  road  of  which  be  is  a  Director,  by  recom- 
mending a  uoiiueuliGO  which  would  have 
made  it  an  important  part  of  the  great  through 
route  from  Louisville  to  Norfolk,  and  without 
which  it  must  remain  a  purely  local  road. 
We  can  only  infer  from  this  that  Mn.  Hiklkbis 
opposed  to  the  connection  being  made  with 
the  May.yilli!  and  Lexington  Railroad,  of 
which  he  is  a  Director,  aud  to  protect  the  in- 
erest  of  which  he  was  sent  to  the  Convention. 
As  a  substitute  for  this  resolution,  which  was 
adopted  by  the  Committee,  Hon.  Laui\  T. 
Moor-,  of  Catlettsburg,  offered  a  resolution, 
in  substunce  recommending  that  the  road 
from  Frankfort  to  Paris  be  built  to  connect 
at  Pari*  ifith  "  road  to  be  built  from  Paris  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Jiiy  Sandy,  but  which  did 
not  specify  that  this  road  should  be  built  by 
way  of  Owingsville.  We  are  informed  that 
Mb.  Rim. lh  voted  for  this  substitute,  and  in 
the  absence  of  a  specific  denial  directly  from 
himself  we  shall  continue  to  beliuvg,  that  he 
did  bo  vote.  The  fact  that  he  voted  for  the 
Sahstitute  shows  that  ho  tp<M  not  iu  favor  of 
confining  the  action  of  the  meeting  strictly 
to  the  matter  of  the  branch  road  from  Frank- 
fort to  Paris,  and  that  such  was  not  the  rea- 
son of  his  vote  against  the  resolution  which 
wa*  adopted  reoom mending  the  connection 
with  the  Maystille  toad.  And  the  faut  that 
he  voted  ayaintt  thu  resolution  recommending 
the  connection  with  the  Maysville  road,  and 
for  a  reeoluliou  recommending  a  connection 


with  a  •  >ad  from  Paris  to  the  Big  Sandy, 
proves  1  delusively  that  he  wna  in  favor  of 
recoinmeiulinir  a  connection  with  a  road  run- 
ning from  Paris  to  the  Big  Sandy  by  some 
ofM^  route  than  the  Maysriih  route,  that  is 
over  ltis  owu  road.  This  is  Ik-i  inevitable 
logic  of  his  vote.  Now  the  route  spoken  of 
besides  the  Maysville  route  was  the  route 
through  the  country  }>y  way  of  Owingsville 
The  Paris  and  Bjurbon  delegates  were  full  of 
this  route.  They  talked  very  little  of  any- 
thing else,  and  seemed  to  take  it  for  granted 
that  the  line  would  be  run  from  Loaisrillo 
via  Paris  and  Owingsville  to  the  mouth  of 
the  Big  Sandy.  Supposinu  from  his  vote  that 
Ut  KfOMf  sympathized  in  this  respect  with 
the  delegates  from  his  county,  nnd4iiat  as  he 
volcd  against 'recommending  the  route  by  way 
of  Mayavillo,  and  foe  recommrnding  a  route 
femm  Petit  lO  tlsl  Big  Sandy,  he  meant  the 
Owingsville  route  and  110  other,  we  so  stated 
it,  though  such  was  not  the  exact  language 
of  the  resolution. 

We  uud  nstaud  that  Mr.  Him.int  i.s  person- 
ally a  VL-ry  worthy  man  and  a  good  uilisea. 
In  this  matter  we  speak  only  of  his  conduct 
as  a  Director  of  the  Maysville  and  Lexington 
Railroad  Company,  in  which  capacity  he  was 
sent  to  Frankfort.  We  give  lbe  facts  as  they 
have  been  represented  to  us,  and  as  we  be- 
lieve them  to  be.  If  these  facts  are  as  they 
have  been  stated  to  us,  we  submit  that  no 
sub.tantihl  injustice  was  done  to  Mr.  Hiulku 
even  though  he  may  not  have  offered  the  reso- 
lution, and  the  resolution  itself  may  not  Msft 
specified  that  the  road  from  Paris  lo  tho  Bin 
Sandy  should  pass  through  Owingsville.  We 
regard  the  article  from  the  Paris  Citizen, 
which  we  copy  elsewhere,  as  being  an  evasion 
of  the  point  in  issue,  rather  than  as  a  denial 
of  the  material  truth  of  our  statement.

Frederick,  last  Klector  of  Braudeiibuig,  aud 
ftrst  King  of  Prussia— him  of  the  broken  back 
—was  son  of  the  Great  Elector  Frederick 
Wilhelm  aud  his  wife  Louisa,  of  Nassau 
OranKe,  who  was  a  granddaughter  of  William 
the  Silent,  by  his  wife  Anna,  the  daughter  of 
Maurice  of  Saxony.  First  King  Frederick 
married  Sophie  Charlolte,  daughter  of  the 
Riector  of  Hanover,  aud  sister  of  George 
Ludwig,  the  tirst  of  lbe  Iianoveriun  liue  of 
Kngligh  Kings.  Tho  first  son  of  this  marri- 
age was  that  great,  rough,  stingy,  brutul  fel- 
low, the  founder  ot  the  Prussiau  army  and 
the  father  of  Frederick  the  Great,  Frederick 
Wilhelm,  second  King  of  Prussia.  This  oue 
married  his  first  cousin,  Sophie  Dorithee, 
daughter  of  George  the  First  and  Anne, and  the 
sister  of  ihe  Utile  gallant,  narrow-minded 
George  the  Second  of  England,  He  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  sou  Frederick  the  Great,  who 
had  no  children  by  his  wife,  and  was  succeed- 
ed by  his  nephew,  Frederick  Wilhelm  the 
Second,  whu  was  the  son  of  Prince  Augustus 
George  the  Secoud  of  England  was  not  ou 
friendly  terms  with  his  sou  and  heir,  Frede- 
rick Prince  of  Wales,  who  died  before  his 
father.  Frederick  left  two  children,  George  the 
Third  aud  a  daughter  named  Augusla.  The 
Princess  Augusta  married  Charles,  Duke  of 
Ucunsv«ick,  and  by  him  had  a  daughter  named 
also  Augusta.  This  latter  Augusta  of  Bruns- 
wick married  the  Prince  of  Wirtemberg,  the 
nephew  and  heir  of  the  then  reigning  Duke 
of  Wirtemberg.  The  young  couple  were  not 
rich  in  this  world's  g>ods,  and  contrary  to  the 
Urgent  entreaties  of  kindred  w«nt  to  Russia 
and  attached  them.Helvos  to  tho  Court  of 
Catherine  the  Great.  Contaminated  by  the 
loose  morals  of  the  dissolute  Czarina,  the 
Princess  of  Wistemberg  soon  became  a  very 
fast,  if  not  a  very  guilty  womon.  Her  hus- 
band determined  to  returu  to  Germany,  but 
Augusta  resolutely  refused  to  accompany 
him,  and  hf»  left  with  his  two  childrpn.  A«- 
gusta  shortly  after  incurred  the  displeasure 
of  Catherine— perhaps  her  jealousy— and 
died  suddenly  while  a  prisoner,  under  circum- 
stances that  givu  rise  to  suspicious  of  mur- 
der, but  nothing  was  ever  certainly  known  of 
her  fate,  which  remai  ued  shrouded  in  mystery. 
N,ot  long  after  her  death  the  Prince  of  \yir- 
temberg,  who  hail  in  the  meantime  succeeded 
his  uncle,  again  married,  aud  this  time  to 
Augusla,  daughter,  of  George  the  Third  of 
England,  aud  cousiu  of  his  first  wife.  After 
his  divorce  from  his  American  wife,  Miss  Pat- 
erson,  of  Baltimore,  Jerome  Bonaparte  mar- 
ried the  Princess  of  Wiltomburg,  daughter  of 
the  above  Prince  of  Wirtemburg,  by  his  first 
wife.  Augusta  of  Brunswick.  Prince  Napo- 
leon, called  Plou  Plon  in  derision,  is  the  off- 
spring of  this  marriage.  His  mother  was 
secoud  cousin  to  Queen  of  Victoria.  His 
mother's  aunt,  Charlotte  of  Brunswick,  wua 
the  ill-treated  wife  of  Georgo  the  Fourth. 
His  mother  was  fourth  cousin  to  William. 
King  of  Prussia,  and  he  is  himself  fifth  cousin 
to  the  Crown  Prince  of  Prussia,  as  well  as 
third  cousin  to  his  wife.  He  i?  ahjo  tnorp 
distantly  related  to  his  own  beautiful  young 
wife,  tho  daughter  of  Victor  Emmanuel  of 
Italy,  who,  as  the  descendant  of  the  Princess 
Henrietta,  Duchess  of  Orleans,  daughter  of 
Charles  the  First  of  England,  is  the  h.ud  of 
the  Royal  House  of  Stuart.  In  spite  of  his 
illuslrious  descent  aud  connection,  by  his  re- 
treat iutc,  Italy  he  has  proved  himself  au  ab 
ject  coward.  He  inherits  the  features  of  his 
great  uncle,  but  none  of  his  courage  or  abil- 
ity. 


The  iS'um  says:  We  have  just  learned  with 
deep  regret  that  Chief  Justice  Crust:  has  for 
some  time  past  been  suffering  from  a  paraly- 
tic stroke,  which,  without  entirely  destioying 
the  use  of  his  limbs,  incapacitates  him  for 
walking  without  help  aud  seriously  affects 
bis  mind.  His  recovery  is  desired  rather 
than  confidently  expected  ;  indeed,  it  ia  con- 
sidered doubtful  whether  he  will  again  be  able 
to  resume  the  arduous  labois  of  the  bench. 
The  Chief  Justice  is  now  at  the  country  soat 
of  Senator  Spraguc,  his  son-in-law,  at  Narra- 
gansott  Bay,  where  ho  has  the  beat  medical 
attendance  the  country  can  afford.

This  geutleman  was  nominated  for  re-elec- 
tion by  the  Democratic  Congressional  Con- 
vention, which  met  at  West  Liberty,  on 
Thursday  last.

The 
"Citizen  King,"  at  the  latter  date,  went 
into  exile  as  Count  tie  Xeuilly,  and  died  at 
Claretnont,  in  England,  August  ML  1850, 
iu  the  77th  year  of  his  age.  His  widow, 
daughter  of  Ferdinaud  l.,  King  of  tho  two 
fiioilles,  i.iarrictl  November  '£>,  1809,  died 
at  Claremont,  Murch  21,  lSCti,  aged  nearly 
S3  years.  Of  their  childreu,  the  oldest, 
Prince  Ferdinand,  Duke  of  Orleans, 
Prince  Royal,  born  September  3,  1810, 
died  July  13,  1812.  He  was  tnariicd  May 
30,1837,  to  Helct.c ,  -laughter  of  FreJer- 
i_k  Loui*,  ht-ivditary  jViijce  of  Mecklen- 
burg 8chwci  in.    She  died  May  18,  1859. 

The  Prince  ltoyal  left  two  sons,  the 
eldest  of  whom,  ou  Louis  Phillippc's  ab- 
dication, became  the  direct  heir  to  the 
throue  iu  sight  of  the  Orleans  dyuasty. 
Hi-  full  nftmo  i_  Loui*  Phillippe  Albert 
Count  de  Paris.  He  was  born  August  St* 
ISIS,  and  married  May  30,  1804,  his  cous- 
in, Marie  Isabelle,  daughter  of  tho  Ducde 
Montpensler,  youngest  son  of  Louis  Phil- 
lippe. He  has  resided  for  some  years  at 
Twickenham,  iu  England.  His  brother 
Robert,  Due  de  Chartrcs,  was  born  Nn 
vember  9,  18W,  and  was  married  June  11, 
1863,  to  his  cousin,  daughter  of  th^ 
Prince  de  Joinville,  Uurd  sun  of  f  Louis 
Phillippe.  His  residence  is  Ham,  in  Eng- 
land. 

The  second  son  of  the  "Citizen  King," 
Louis,  Due  do  Nemours,  born  October  25, 
1814  married  the  Princess  Victoiue,  daugh 
ter  of  the  late  Prince  Ferdinand  of  Saxe 
Coburg  and  Gotha,  and  has  two  sons,  the 
Count  d/Eu,  Marshal  uf  the  Draziliau 
army,  and  the  Due  d'Alcueou,  Captaiu  of 
the  Spanish  artillery,  aud  two  daughters. 

The  third  child  of  Louis  Phillippe  is 
the  Princess  of  Orleans,  boru  Juuo  3, 1817, 
and  married  iu  1843  to  August,  Prince  of 
Saxe  Coburg  and  (iotha  aud  Duke  of 
Saxe, 

The  Prince  de  Joinville,  Francis  third 
son  aud  fourth  child  of  Louis  Phillippe, 
was  boru  August  14,  1818,  and  married  a 
daughter  of  the  late  Pierre  1.,  Emperor  of 
Brazil,  They  have  two  childreu— a  daugh- 
ter, as  we  hove  seen.  _M3_M  t0  &H 
dc  Chartres,  the  secoud  iu  direct  line  to 
the  Orleaus  family ;  aud  a  sou,  Pierre, 
Due  do  Penthievre,  who  is  Lieutenaut  iu 
the  Portuguese  navy. 

The  Due  d'Aumale,  Henry,  son  of 
Louis  Phillippe,  was  born  January  10, 
1822,  aud  married  November  25,  1841,  Car- 
oline, daughter  ot  tho  lote  Leopold,  Prince 
do  fcklorut!,  of  -iicily. 

Tho  youugest  sou  of  the  deceased  Or- 
leaus King  is  Autoiue,  Due  de  Moutpeu- 
sier,  boru  July  31,  1824,  aud  married  Oc- 
tober 10,  1840,  to  Louise,  a  Spanish  Prin- 
cess, sinter  of  the  late  (jueon,  Isabella  II. 
He  is  a  Captain  Mineral  of  the  Spanish 
army  and  resides  in  Seville.  Since  the 
last  revolution  in  Spaiu,  he  has  beeu  prom- 
inently before  the  public,  being  proposed 
for  the  vacant  throne.  AH  Trill  remem- 
ber hi*  tlu'.'I  with  the  Honrbon  Prince 
Henry,  in  which  that  unfortunate  soion  of 
dethroned  royalty,  also  a  candidate  for  the 
crown,  was  killed.

Many  methods  have  been  given,  by  which  our 
crop*  could  mature,  without  being  interspers- 
ed with  thistles  :  but  the  difficulty  in  the  way 
of  disposing  of  them,  by  summer  fallowing,  is 
the  great  expose  in  labor,  kc,  to  accom- 
plish it,  and  with  this  only  You  must  begin 
early  with  on  energetic,  williug  plowman, 
good  team  and  sharp  M  Mm,  ksHM  if  the 
■talk  is  not  t  ut  of!'  by  the  passing  of  the  plow 
jou  have  only  transplanted  it.  ready  to  come 
through  the  plowing  to  breath?  the  air  again 
and  grow.  Now,  the  secret  in  disposing  or 
ridding  our  fields  o*.  noxious  weeds,  is  by 
really  depriving  them  of  the  breath  of  life. 

This  is  m  >re  particularly  the  case  with 
quack  lor  witch)  jrrass  ;  plowing  or  cultivat- 
ing land  infested  with  it,  to  destroy  it,  has 
but  little  effect,  unless  in  an  uncommonly 
dry  season,  and  a  vast  amount  of  handling  of 
it,  from  the  fact,  that  if  there  is  but  one  joint 
left  in  the  soil  it  will  send  forth  blades  and 
grow,  and  it  certainly  cannot  be  plowed  or 
cultivated,  without  mur;-  or  loss  leaving  them 
in  that  position.  With  the  sysU-m  of  rotation 
of  crops,  no  farmer  need  be  much  troubled 
with  t  hi  si  its,  but  with  quack  grass  it  is  quite 
different.

At  buying 
t.uio  mow  t!"  ii:  for  (odder  sonic  grass  will 
grow,  which,  combined  with  the  oats  cut  in 
the  milk,  will  usually  give  a  good  burthen  of 
(odder  which  for  calves  and  sheep  has  no  su- 
perior. Sheep  will  fat  rapidly  upon  it,  and 
uuy  kind  of  stock  will  do  well  upon  it.  This 
1  know  Iroiu  experience.  In  diort,  I  consid- 
er it  the  quickest  aud  most  economical  meth- 
od <»(  reclaiming  a  worn  out  meadow  and 
gutting  it  ready  (or  crops  A  meadow  that  is 
rough  is  smoothed,  ami  a  good  turt  establish- 
ed the  first  year  without  plowing,  and  at  a 
Aery  small  cost.  I  intend  sowing  several 
•cries  in  this  manner  next  year,  aud  advise 
others  in  Kfcfi  circumstances  to  do  likewise. 
It  has  always  been  attended  with  good  re- 
sults ou  my  laud,  and  it  would  be  so  else- 
where.

wATKRimrii  cows  mnmx 
There  are  no  animals  about  the  place  that 
require  so  much  attention  in  the  matter  of  be- 
ing provided  with  water  as  the  dairy  cows 
On  the  large  dairy  farms,  where  the  produc- 
tion of  milk  is  a  specialty,  there  is  seldom  a 
want  of  proper  care  in  this  respect,  since  a 
falling  off  in  the  yield  of  milk  as  it  is  deliver- 
ered  at  the  factory  «r  railroad  station,  will 
soon  lead  the  owner.-  ..I  cows  to  investigate 
the  cause  of  the  deficit,  which  too  often  he 
will  find  in  the  bad  condition  of  the  water 
his  cows  will  have  to  drink,  or  in  the  insuffi- 
cient quatitity  of  it.  liut  with  the  ordinary 
farmer,  who  only  keeps  rows  enough  to  sup- 
ply his  family  with  milk,  butter  and  cheese, 
or  who  may  be  ouly  able  to  sell  a  small  sur- 
plus of  dairy  products  now  and  then,  the 
case  is  diflerent.  In  the  busy  seasons  of  hay 
iug  und  harvest,  when  cows  should  receive  the 
most  attention,  they  often  receive  none,  at 
least  from  the  "men  folks    ol  the  family. 

The  horses  aud  oxen  have  a  bountilul  sup 
ply,  and  at  frequent  intervals,  because  it  is 
necessary  for  them  in  order  to  do  the  amount 
of  work  required  ol  them  The  brood  mares 
and  the  fattening  cattle  are  also  oared  for  : 
lor  the  reason  that  good  colts  and  fat  bul- 
locks cau  ouly  be  expected  if  this  .  an-  is  ta- 
ken. But  with  the  cure  of  the  hay  and  grain 
the  poor  cows  are  often  neglected  or  left  to 
the  tender  mercies  ol  the  women,  who  have 
uu  time  with  their  manifold  duties  to  dig  wells 
or  to  cloau  out  springs.  Meantiue  the  sup- 
ply ot  milk  falls  «.ff,  at  every  successive 
churning  there  is  a  less  amount  of  butter. 

The  truth  is,  cows  that  are  giving  milk,  not 
only  require  a  very  considerable  amount  of 
water,  but  they  need  it  often.  The  process  ol 
secreting  the  milk  is  oue  licit  goes  on  con 
Mantly,  and  as  this  fluid  is  largely  composed 
of  water,  enough  of  it  should  alwas  be  within 
reach  that  the  animals  can  get  a  supply. 
1  here  are  very  many  Western  pastures,  that  are 
uot  supplied  with  liv.ug  water,  and  there  are 
Hot  a  few  tarmers  who  put  their  cows  in  such 
an  enclosure,  only  furnishing  iheui  water  at 
milking  time,  morning  and  night.  Tins 
practice  is  uot  only  very  poor  economy— as 
far  as  any  profit  from  the  cow  is  concerned 
— but  it.  is  downright  cruelty.  In  weather  like 
that  of  u  large  portion  ol  the  present  season, 
much  water  is  i. reded  for  per>piratiou  and 
lor  supplying  oilier  lunctious  of  the  system 
ll  the  supply  of  wate,  is  not  abundant,  the 
cows  become  lestle.-s,  feverish  and  fretful 
One  day  passed  in  this  manner  will  do  much 
toward  drying  up  the  best  of  cows  A  dairy 
cow  will  very  soon  show  a  lalliug  off  in  the 
supply  of  milk  in  the  same  pasture  where  au 
annual  not  in  milk  is  gaining  th-sh  all  the 
time  On  the  e  .mparsti vcly  arid  plains  of 
Texas,  there  i.-:  ■  plenty  of  Weil  lulled  cattle  ; 
but  eveu  the  domesticated  cows  give  scarcely 
any  milk.    The  inci  the  How  of  milk 

•fl«r  a  rain  is  often  attril.uted  entirely  to  the 
improved  conditions  of  the  iced  in  the  pasture, 
wheieas  much  of  tl  is  due  to  the  increased 
supply  of  water  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
any  pasture  where  dairy  cows  are  kept  is 
deficient  of  living  water,  but  as  such  is  the 
case  au  artificial  supply  cau  only  insure  a 
How  of  milk.  If  cows  have  to" be  kept  for  a 
part  of  the  time  in  a  pasture  where  there  is 
no  supply  of  water,  they  should  at  least  be  let 
out  at  midday  to  enable  them  to  quench  their 
4hirst.  They  need  this  opportunity  much 
more  than  horses  aud  working  cattle  do,  and 
no  one  would  think  to  stint  their  allowauce 
to  a  wateriug  at  morning  and  timjM,—  IW*  I f I 


the  plow,  it  will  be  held.  But  this  is  less  sul  - 
ci asful ;  so  the  practice  has  it,  and  it  stands 
in  reason ;  the  subsoil  gets  some  of  the 
strength  of  the  manure,  and  for  grass  th  b 
will  not  do.  We  know  that  lor  corn  it  is  ex- 
cellent, however,  only  when  applied  in  (ho 
fall  and  turned  down  in  the  spring;  or  it  may 
be  plowed  late  in  the  fall,  the  manure  spread 
early,  which  is  almost  equivalent  to  spring 
plowing.  This,  after  all,  is  surface  applica- 
tion. 

In  no  case  is  it  preferable,  perhaps,  to  turn 
down  manure  as  soon  as  applied.  Sometimes 
the  sornoil  is  quite  poor,  and  the  top  soil 
shallow  but  rich.  In  such  case  the  MwCOH 
oan  be  improved  by  manure  put  upon  it,  and 
the  subsoil  plow  pass<*i  under  it.  This  will 
give  a  chance  for  the  air  and  on  ameliora- 
tion of  the  soil,  deepening  it  without  turning 
it  up.  But  it  is  a  question  whether  it  is  not 
better  to  bring  up  the  raw  soil  and  let  the 
elements  act  upon  it,  and  apply  the  manure 
thin  We  prefer  this  latter  way.  Tlie  full 
benefit  of  the  frost,  sun  and  rains  will  then 
be  had;  it  will  be  direct  and  immediate. 
This  is  the  more  common  way,  and  has  prov- 
ed a  success. 

Application  on  the  surface  seems,  in  all 
cases,  to  be  the  best  Theory  will  carry  this 
oat;  and  we  know  practice  does,  and  has  for 
a  long  time,  and  that,  for  a  wonder,  to  the 
uninitiated.  The  thing  is  clear  now,  since 
the  effect  of  soil  as  a  disinfectant  has  been 
popularized.  We  can  teil  now  why  manure 
has  so  good  an  effect,  applied  on  the  surface, 
but  particularly  when  applied  closely  (to  the 
ground)  and  finely. 

It  is  a  most  excellent  thing  to  use  manure 
(kept  over  duriug  the  summer)  in  the  fall, 
and  apply  it  to  the  surface.  But  it  is  bolter 
to  use  it  when  fresh,  even  in  an  undeconv 
poaod  stain  All  the  strength  will  then  be 
secured.  But  the  effect  will  not  be  so  imme- 
diate upon  vegetation,  becauso  unprepared 
as  plant  food,  and  may  even,  when  applied 
largely,  hurt  the  crop  Applied  iu  the  lall, 
however,  or  during  the  wiuter  as  made,  the 
case  is  quite  different.  The  elements  will  act 
upon  it,  especially  upon  the  fluid  part,  which 
is  soon  changed  and  made  fit  lor  use.  For 
meadows  nothing  is  finer.  This  has  been 
demonstrated.  We  have  seen  its  effect,  and 
others  have.  But  it  wants  to  be  spread  when 
hauled  out,  aud  from  the  sleigh  or  wagon  is 
the  best.  It  is  also  good  upon  sod  turned 
down,  and  upon  any  land  plowed  in  the  fall. 
A  clay  surface  will  thus  be  benefitted  greatly, 
will  work  rich  aud  mellow,  and  the  manure 
thus  mixed  with  ard  diluted  by  the  soil  will 
have  an  effect  (chemically  and  mechanically) 
upon  it,  and  form  the  fiuest  sort  of  a  seed- 
bed for  any  kiud  of  grain.  F.  G.

I  will  here  give  the  successful  practice,  as 
practiced  by  our  own  people,  aud  some  ot 
our  own  acquaintances.  The  inquiry,  I  un- 
derstand, is  to  pickle  them  in  vinegar  without 
first  brining  them  Pick  your  pickles,  green- 
est and  solected  to  last-,  Uesh  front  the  vines, 

With  hail  an  Hub  of  Stem,   CUt   With  scissors 

or  knife;  handle  carefiil'y,  not  to  rub  off  thb 
little  prickles  spines;  with  a  feather,  brush 
off  any  aud  all  dust;  lay  them  carefully  in 
the  jar  or  pickle  tub,  aud  pour  over  them 
scalding  hot  vinegar,  spiced  or  otherwise  to 
taste,  with  a  tableopoonful  of  salt  to  u  gallon 
of  vinegar  ;  a  little  alum,  say  a  piece  as  large 
as  a  shell-bark  walnut,  to  a  gallon  of  vinegar, 
will  improve  them  for  the  taste  of  some.  Let 
be  pickl"  tub  be  au  opaque  one,  and  be  kept 
n  the  dark  and  spread  a  muslin  cloth 

over  the  top  of  the  pickles  in  t}|«  vinegar,  and 
see  thai  the  vinegar  covers  the  pickles  well. 
The  vinegar  may  need  rcscaldiug  or  renew- 
ing alter  a  week  or  two,  which  must  be  left 
to  the  good  judgement  of  the  housewife ;  if 
so  pour  off  carefully,  first  lifting  the  cloth 
with  any  skim  that  has  riseu,  am]  then  re- 
newing as  at  >t  exception  the  salt,  l'ick^s 
that  are  fresh  and  greeu  thus  manipulated, 
we  have  fouud  to  retain  their  natural  green 
color,  and  keep  as  fresh  and  crisp  as  in 
any  known  way,  especially  if  pure  cider  vin- 
egar be  used  ;  never  having  used  wine  vine- 
gar made  from  American  gin  and  water — one 
gallon  of  gin,  three  of  water,  mixed  and  put 
to  the  pickles,  which  kept  well,  but  there  was 
a  flavor,  unpleasant  to  my  taste,  to 
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1870.
